UNIVERSITY WILL NOT BE CLOSED. 


Banks Ready te Come te the Reacue 
ef the State Inatitution at Cham- 
paigna—Trustees Talk. 


Inquiry at the office of the State Auditor 
at Springfield yesterday showed that there 
is nothing left tnere to the account of the 
university of the $423,000 appropriated for 
its uses in 1895. However, the trustees are 
careful tod deny the report that the university 
is in any danger of having to close. Yester- 
day a number of banking institutions, com- 
prising many of the most responsible of the 
city, made voluntary offers to the Board of 
‘Trustees to cash their warrants until such 
time as there was money at its disposal with 
Which to pay them. 

President McKay said last evening to con- 
tradict a report printed in some of the local 
papers yesterday: 

“I wish to say the university will not be 
closed. Although I have little to say re- 
garding the university's finances, as they are 
now largely in the hands of our attorneys, I 
know that there will be money forthcoming 
for defraying necessary current expenses.“ 

Will you say where that money will come 
from?’ 

That I am not at present at liberty to 
say. But what I have told you is true.“ 

Capt. T. J. Smith, Chairman of the Finance 
committee of the board, said: 

There is not the slightest danger that the 
university will be ¢losed. Mr. Keith, our 
new Treasurer, will doubtless have enough 
confidence in the State to take care of all 
immediate needs: and the Legislature will 
come to our assistance, if necessary. An 
investigation: will doubtless be made of the 
manner in which the finances of the univer- 
sity have been managed, and it will cer- 
tainly make an emergency appropriation if 
it should seem necessary. But 1 do not 
think this will be the case.“ 

Business Manager Shattuck said: 

Whatever the outcome of the present 
difficulty,‘ the university will not be closed. 
It is possible that Work will not be continued 
on the new buildings, but in July the uni- 
versity receives $23,000 as its share of the 
subsidy for school purposes under the Mor- 


rill bill.” 


CHICAGO-SCHOOLS ESCAPE DISTRESS. 


College eof Pharmacy’s Year's Work 
Is Done aud Medical Inustitation 
Is Yet independent. 


Chicago colleges connected with the Uni- 
versity of Ilhinois do not anticipate any im- 
mediate suffering because of the tying up of 
funds by the Globe Savings Bank failure. 

There are two. of these institutions. One 
6f them is the Chicago School of Pharmacy 
and the other is the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons. The College of Physicians 
and Surgeors, however, is not yet fully 
amalgamated with the university, and will 
not be until the 2ist inst., hence none of its 
funds have as yet been hanced over to the 
University Trustees or handled by ex- 

reasurer Spalding. 

Dr. D. A. K. Steele, President of the CH. 
cago College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
said last night that the funds of the institu- 
tion were intrusted to the Northern Trust 
Company, and the present entanglement of 
the university could not affect in the least 
the financial condition or management of the 
college. 

Secretary W. B. Day of the Chicago Col- 
lege of Pharmacy said that while the insti- 
tuticn was a department of the University 
of Illinois, as much as the school of en- 
gineering, natural sciences, or any of the 
other departments of the university, and 
its fuhds were handled by the trustees 
along with the general fund, of which it was 
& part, the less of the bonds would have 
no effect on the college for the principal 
reason that the year’s work of the institu- 
tion is now at an end.

Ot the 200,000 dying wretches perhaps 8,000 
are citizens of the United States engaged in 
peaceful pursuits. 

The condition of the people here is so des- 
perately wretched it will hardly be believed 
in the United States. It was not beiſeved 
by Mr. Olney, although many specific cases 
of the starvation and ruin of American citi- 
zens were reported to him by United States 
Consuls, Mr. Rockhill carefully filed the 
reports aWay and did not even reply to them. 
If a Consul got too persistent he was told not 
to color his reports, as it was not desired to 
give offense to Spain. 

Gen. Weyler’s order concentrating the 
rural population in small towns and cities is 
the most inhuman decree ever issued: It fs 
a sentence to death by Munger of a whole 
people. 

And he travels about the island not asa 
General at the head of his troops, but as a 
military despot, visiting well fortified cittes 
that he may gloat over the misery he has 


wrought. 
To Crush Out the Breed. 


Mothers ef Cubans and their daughters 
are his favorite: victims. He says he will 
crush out the breed of insurgents. He no- 
ticed some cattle recently along the railway 
between Isabella de Gagua, the port of 
Gagua la Grande, and that city on his pres- 
ent trip. He angrily demanded of the mili- 
tary commandant why all cattle had not 
been killed according to his orders. 

“There are only a few,“ replied the com- 
mandant. They are allowed to live so that 
the people may have a little meat.” , 

“To hell with the people!“ Weyler ex- 
claimed That's why I ordered all cattle 
killed. See that it is done immediately.” 

But,“ responded the official, “‘ the troops 
need some meat.“ 

„Well, take what you need for the troops, 
but kill the rest and destroy the meat.“ 

The order was obeyed. 

Every town and city in the island is over- 
crowded. It is impossible to get things to 
eat. Weyler has driver, tinder pain of death, 
all persons living. on farms into the towne. 
They have no money to pay rént or buy food. 
They build bark houses in alleys and low 
spots. and there starve. 


Die by Hundreds a Week. 


They beg to be allowed to go out to their 
places to bring back food. That is refused. 
They ask that food be given them. They 
are told there is not enough for the troops. 
They grow thin and die by the hundreds a 
week. When the rainy season comes, in 
May, they will die by thousands, for pesti- 
lence will join with Weyler and hunger in 
killing off the breed.“ 

It is not uncommon to see pale-faced 
wretches snatching up banana peels in the 
streets of Gities and towns. 1 found that 
they made soup out of them for whole fam- 
ilies. 

Hundreds of Americans, for nearly all of 
them here are engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits, are forced into these towns penniless. 
The suffering and misery in this American 
Armenia are beyond adequate description. 
It was well known to the Cleveland admin- 
istration. I know that appeals for food were 
made to the State Department, but the pub- 
lic of America was not informed of it. Mr. 
Olney and Mr. Rockhill were able to pre- 
vent Spanish crimes against Americans re- 
ported to the Staté Department from gain- 
ing publicity in spite of Congress, but I have 
dug up the proofs of three cases. 


Case of Pietro Domingues. 


Pietro Domingues was born in New York 
City and gret.up there. He had a store at 
Rodrizo. Maj. Gallego of the Spanish army 
hated him because he was a citizen of the 
United States; and zune ted him to many 
insults. One night his soldiers shot at Mrs. 
Dominguez in her house by the light of a 
lamp she was carrying. When Dominguez 
complained the Major said it was done at 
his orders. 

„And,“ he added, you get out of town. 
You are an American, and you can’t stay 
here.“ Dominguez had a good business. It 
was ruin to leave it. He begged to be al- 
lowed to stay, but was compelled to go. 
This case was reported in full to Mr. Olmey. 
Nothing was done. 


Another American. 


Richard Riordan, a born American citi- 
gen, married a Brooklyn girl abd came to 
Cuba, bought a number of houses at Santa 
Domingo, and rented them. One day a 
Spanish column came into the village. The 
surgeon rode up to Riordan’s dwelling, 
which was the best in town, and said he was 
sick. Riordan took him in and gave him 
his only spare chamber. Then along came 
the Major of the troop. He had an,order 
from the Alcalde for quarters in Riordan’s 
house. Riordan said he already had a sick 
Spanish surgeon there and could not re- 
csive any more of the soldiers, as he had 
no more room. Next morning Riordan was 
taken before the Alcalde, charged with con- 
tempt, and told he must either give bond 
in $10,000 or go to fall. Riordan appealed 
to the American Consul, Mr. Barker, at 
Sagua. He says Mr. Barker wrote and 
wrote to the State Department for advice, 
but that the department never.took the 
slightest notice of his letters. Finally Mr. 
Barker convinced the Judge Riordan had 
better be let alone pending a reply from 
Washington. 

The treaty says no American citizen shall 
be made to sell anything, nor can his prop- 
eity be used in any way without his con- 
sent. 

Marder for American. 

Narciso Lopez was 30 years old, a grad- 
uate of St. Johns College, Fordham, and a 
naturalized citizen. When on a visit at the 
house of one Pino, a relative, Col. Estruch's 
column rode up, and Lopez was asked what 
he was doing there. He said he was an Amer- 
iean citizen, a pacifico, on a visit to his rel- 
atives, and showed his American passport as 
evidence. 

“ You are the kind we are looking for," 
exclaimed the commander. Bind him, 
= and bring him along.“ Lopez was 

eiged and taken to the rear of the next 
— There he was stood up and shot. 
Then his body was hacked with machetes. 
A soldter was sent back to the house to re- 
port the crime. 

„We have killed a d-—d Americano down 
there,” he said; vou'd better cover him 
up.” Those who buried the murdered Amer- 
ican eitisen found he had been robbed. His 
papers were gone. His breast had been cut 
open, and his heart left exposed.

M. .Skouzes, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
dictated the following today: It would be 
very embarrassing to tell the exact situa- 
tion, becguse from the beginning of the 
Cretan question—that is to say, from May 
of last year—the Greek Government, re- 
sponding to the demand of the powers, made 
every endeavor to work towards a peaceful 
solution of the question. In January last, 
when the new massacres in Canes took 
place, which excited public opinion in Crete 
as well as in the Hellenic Kingdom, and 
wherever Greeks are living, the Greek Gov- 


ernment again gave proofs of its concilla- 


tory disposition in taking into consideration 
the desires of the powers in not having war 
complications, 

“To augment the complication of this 
Cretan question has come the frontier ques- 
tion. Turkey, profitifig, as it seems, by the 
attitude of the powers in Crete, has begun 
to assemble forces on our frontier. We 
could not stand with crossed arms, and so we 
have each about 80,000 men watching each 
other across the frontier. The powers not 
having deci to give a satisfactory solu- 
tion to the Cretan question, we have now two 
questions on our hands, and perhaps what 
has been neglected on account of its easiness 
will probably find a solution in force. The 
presence of the two armies opposite each 
other renders this probable.” 

On the reassembling of the Boule today M 
Delyannis, the Premier, introduced in the 
presence of a crowded Chamber a bill grant- 
ing the government a credit of 23,000,000 
drachams for the Ministers of War and 
Marine. 

The Premier asked the House to expedite 
the passage of the budget. Dealing with 
the development of the foreign situation he 
declared that the powers had taken their 
stand on the principle of the integricy of 
Turkey, but up to the present had not ex- 
pressed an opinion with regard to the pro- 
posals Greece had made for a pacific solu- 
tion of the difficulty. 

In concluding M. Delyannis said the Greek 
Government was doing its utmost to repair 
the imperfections inseparable from an army 
hastily collected, and he hoped that in the 
course of a few days an army would be con- 
centrated abundantly capable of doing its 
full duty to the country. 


WAR IS REGARDED AS INBYITABLE. 


. 
Diplomats Say the Strain Cannot Long 
Be Borne by Either Greece 
or Turkey. 


Vienna, April 14.—The best informed dip- 
lomats here regard war as inevitable. They 
say me strain cannot much longer be borne 


by either Turkey or Greece and that the time 


has passed for the powers to attempt to in- 
tervene. In view of the dangerous position 
assumed by Greece, the question is reiter- 
ated whether she does not count upon some 
power coming to her support at the crucial 
moment. The situation is regarded here as 
analogous to the time when Servia attacked 
Turkey in 1876, when Russia and Great 
Britain saved Servia from annihilation. 

The Tageblatt says today that sharp dif- 
ferences have arisen in the Greek royal fam- 
ily as to the proper course for the govern- 
ment to pursue. The Crown Princess in de- 
fiance of her husband and of King George 
has gone entirely over to the war party. 

Many Greeks Are Wounded. 

London, April 14—The Athens corre- 
spondent of the Times says that according 
to a member of the Ethnike Hetairia, the 
insurgents who have returned across the 
frontier are only those who were unable to 
follow thejr more active companions. They 
left a guard at various posts just within 
the frontier. 
tacked by an overwhelming force of Turks 
and retreated. The band will be reformed 
with newly arrived volunteers. According 
to the news from Kalambaka, the hospital 
there is entirely adequate for the great 
number of wounded. 

It is stated that the Turks who followéd 
the retiring itrvaders threatened to cross 
the frontier into Greek territory, and the 
news has had a dispiriting effect in Athens. 

A specia) dispatch from Salonica, the 
Turkish base of operations, says that the 
Greek irregulars have succeeded in advan- 
cing as far as Grevena, rallying the popula- 
tion to their cause and threatening com- 
munications between Trukish armies at 
Elassona and Janina. 

The Evening News this afternoon pub- 
lishes a dispatch from its special correspond- 
erit at Athens saying that the Turkish Gov- 
ernment has formally informed the Greek 
Government that any further raid of Greek 
irregulars into Turkish territory will be re- 
garded by Turkey as a declaration of war 
upon the part of Greece. 

King George Remains Firm. 


The Daily Chronicle will publish the fol- 
lowing tomorrow from its Athens corre- 
spondent, Mr. Henry Norman: 

** I have had an audience with King George. 
He spoke without much hope, but firmly 
like a man who can only do his duty an 
leave the rest to heaven. More than ones 
he said: ‘If Greece had been a great power 
and had walked into Crete long ago her aé- 
tion wculd have bee welcomed by the powers 
as well as by the rest of the w asa bless- 
ing, but she is only a small power and seems 
unable to do anything that will satisfy the 
great powers.“ 

The Athens correspondent of the Standard 
says it is stated there that the Russian Am- 
bassador at Constantinople has addressed a 
circular to the Russian Consuls in Epirus and 
Macedonia counseling ali Christians in the 
name of the Czar to observe prudence and 
to disregard ffistigations Nagardous to their 
welfare. The circular adde: The Consuls 
are ordered to use every effort to influence 
the Greek Bishops to assist in maintaining 
order and preserving Christians from evil 
counsels.” 

The Constantinople correspondent of the. 
Standard will say tomorrow: During the 
Cabinet Council at the palace on Sunday the 
Sultan was in constant communication with 
the Caaf and the Kaiser. His ultimate de- 
cision will depend upon their advice, wh 
many well informed le here believe 
be in favor of the Turkish invasion of Greece. 
There can be no question that the policy of 
Turkey will be regulated from &t. Petersburg 
and Bertin.” 
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de fixing was brisk, but the gunboat 
eventually repulsed the insurgent :orces.

In the engagements on the road between 
Cauto and Guamo many ineurgents were 
killed and the troops lost twenty-seven men 
killed and twenty-six wounded.

Partridge Opens the Ball. 


Newton A. Partridge, a member of the 
Committee of One Hundred, was first intro- 
duced and spoke in opposition to the bill. 
He said in part: * 


Illinois. They subordinate the rights of the 
public in streets to the convenience of street 
railways. ; 

“In bill 258 there is the ordinary pro- 
vision that in condemnation proceedings 
they shall not unnecessarily obstruct the 
public use of the street. That is proper and 
not open to any criticism whatever. The right 
to acquire property for the purposes of street 
railways by condemnation we do not op- 
pose. But if you will turn to Sec. 5 of the 
same bill you will find this language: ‘ The 
grant to any such corporation of the right 
to use any street, alley, road, highway, or 
public ground shall be subject to the right 
of the public authorities to control, use, im- 
prove, or repair said street, alley, road, high- 
way, or public ground.’ 


Te Subordinate Other Rights. 


This is perfectly proper. But the section 
continues: 

Provided, however, that such use, im- 
provement, and repair of such street, alley, 
highway, or public ground shall not inter- 
fere with nor obstruct such railroad in its 
use of such street, alley, highway, or public 
ground, in the manner and as the same shall 
have been granted to it by said, public au- 
thorities.’ 

“That proviso is new. I will refer you to 
the last section of the horse and dummy rail- 
road act, which this bill in terms repeats. It 
is Sec. 4, Chap. 66, of the Revised Statutes: 

Every grant to any such company of a 
right to use any street, alley, road, highway, 
or public ground shall be subject to the right 
of the proper authorities to contro} the use, 
improvement, and repair of such «treet, alley, 
road, highway, or public ground to the same 
extent as if no such grant had been made, 
and to make all necessary police regulations 
concerning the management and operation 
of such railroad, whether such right ie re- 
served in the grant or not.’ 

“I have not the time to comment. The 
contrast is open, apparent, and it ought not 
to be ignored. These bille must be consid- 
ered together. They are Siamese twine. 
One of them would be of no particular use 
without the other, and I say that the two 
bills taken together effectualy prevent all 
competition in the future in the street rail- 


way business. a 


Act to Prevent Competition. 


“The proper and true title for these bills 
would be: ‘ An act to prevent competition in 
the street railway business in Illinois.’ It 
is provided in this bill that no street rail- 
way corporation shall have the right to use 
the whole or any part of the property or 
tracks of another street railway used by it 
in the operation of its road, without the 
consent of the corporation whose property 
or tracks it seeks to use.“ 

“In Chicago the down-town district is 
confined between the river and the lake. 
Only a few streets enter that district. These 
streets must be used by more than one com- 
pany, and on some of those streets more 
than one company must use the same track 
concurrently if any competition worth the 
name is to be had. This provision appar- 
ently would prevent even a crossing of one 
track by the tracks of another like com- 
pany without the consent of the first com- 


pany. 
„The bill which provides for a State Com- 


mission empowers this commission ‘to de- 
termine in fact whether or not it is proper 
and necessary for the convenience of the 
public that a road shall be constructed or 
any extension therof be made.’ This power 
is reposed in a commission of three persons, 
who are to reside in Springfield, whose of- 
fice is to be in Springfield, and who are to 
hold office for an extraordinary term. They 
are to say whether or not any new line shall 
be built or any extension, no matter how 
small, shall be made. 
Auction of Franchises a Sham. 


„The pretense of compensation by a sale 
of a frafchise at auction is a mere sham. 
That auction is not for the renewal of ordi- 
nances but for new ordinances only, and in 
the case of extension there can be no com- 
petition—none whatever. These blus pro- 
vide for indefinite consolidation, with a blan- 
ket ratification of all that may have been 
done in. defiance of law in the past for that 


purpose. 

““ Corporations are a necessity. It is im- 
possible to carry on great public enterprises 
without the codperation of capital, which 
can alone be thereby provided. But, on the 
other hand, these aggregations of capital, 
unless properly restrained, are exceedingly 
dangerous. With extraordinary rigi.ts and 
powers they must also be subject to proper 
restraints. Under this bill, not only all the 
surface and elevated street railways in Chi- 
cago, but all in the State of Illinois, may be 
forged into one gigantic, portenticus con- 
solidation. Would that be for the interest 
of the people of the State of iinois? This 
bill, vesting such vast power in a commission 
of three men who are to reside at Spring- 
fleld, is most revolutionary in its characte 2. 

Continuing. Mr. Partridge said that much 
of Senate bill No. 148 was copied from the 
act creating the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission. That part, however, relating 
to the reports to be made by the officers of 
the several street and elevated companies, 
was materially different. True, the bill pro- 
vided that reports should be made under 
oath, and it specified what the reports 
should contain, but everything of value to 
the public, ard everything which could not 
be obtained from other sources—al! that the 
railway companies were interested in hav- 
ing concealed—had been carefully omitted 
from the section specifying what the reports 
should contain, 

Extending Existing Franchises. 

„One of these bills,“ said Mr. Partridge, 
“ provides for a fifty years’ extension of the 
ordinances by cities by an act of the 
Legislature and without the consent of the 
cities that originaily passed those franchises. 
That is a strange and novel interference 
with local control. Coupled with that meas- 
ure is the provision that the present max- 
-mum rate of fare shall be maintained for 
fifty years. What has invention, what has 
density of population, what has superior 
management done for street rallways in the 
last fifteen years? They have reduced the 
cost cf operating. expenses, as compared 
with the gross income, by about 20 per cent. 
Their ‘own reports show that, Operating 
expenses are bound to decrease and the net 
profits will be accordingly increased.”’ 

Mr. Partridge contended that the tax pro- 
pesed should be on the net profits and not 
upon the gross earnings. This would be a 
matter of justice to the railway companies 
which were paying no dividends whatever.

Regarding Rate of Fare. 


Regarding the question of the rate of fare 
on street railways, Mr. Bonney said that his 
company had for four years sold six tickets 
for 25 cents. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the road runs through a workingmen's dis- 
trict, only 33 per cent of the people bought 
tickets, and the company had discontinued 
the sale of tickets. He contended that this 
experience demonstrated that the people 
Were not asking for a reduction of street 
car fare. ; 


Doyle Voices Labor’s Protest. 


P. F. Doyle, President of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, spoke in opposition to 
the bills. He declared that the labor or- 
ganizations of Chicago were a unit in the 
protest against the passage of these meas- 
ures. “The gentleman who has just spok- 
en,“ said he, teils us that the workingmen 
of Chicago are not interested in securing 
cheap fares. If he worked for a paltry $2 
or $38 a day, as some of our workingmen 
had to do, and if he had to pay 30 cents a 
day for car fare, as I have had to do many 
a time, he would be interested in cheaper 
car fares.“ 

Mr. Doyle said that the workingmen were 
opposed to putting the street car systems 
of Chicago into the hands of any commis- 
ston. The argument, he said, seemed to be 
that the City Council of Chicago was cor- 
rupt and that the appointment of a State 
commission would relieve the street rail- 
ways of the sandbagging to which they 
have been subjected. Any other corpora- 
tions, he declared, would have just as much 
right to protection by means of commissions, 
and thus our government would eventually 
be taken from the hands of the people. He 
was especially bitter against Mr. Yerkes, 
declaring that he was responsible for the 
breaking up of the organizations of street 
car employes. The passage of these bills 
would have the effect of giving Mr. Yerkes 
and otner street railway monopolists a tight- 
er grip upon the throats of the working- 
man. 0 


Utters a Note of Warning. 


It may be the means,“ said he, ot driv- 
ing us to using dark methods, and there are 
many men today who are dead willing to 
taka advantage of any opportunity of this 
kind. We do not want to be driven to any 
euch methods.“ 

J. J. McDonald, a Chicago lawyer, claim- 
ing to represent a large number of real estate 
men, spoke in support of the bills. He con- 
tended that their p e would have the 
effect of maintaini he value of suburban 
real estate. Hede that he was employed 
by Mr. Yerkes or by any street railroad to 
advocate the bills. 0 

Leroy D. Thoman, a member of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, spoke against the 
bills. He declared himself a Jeffersonian 
Democrat and based his opposition chiefly 
on the ground that these bills took away 
from the people the right of local self-gov- 
ernment. He believed that the people could 
always be trusted. 

At this point a recess was taken until 2 
o’clock. The Senate, upon reconvening at 2 
o’clock, again went into Committee of the 
Whole. 


Yerkes Defends the Bills. 


Charles T. Yerkes was introduced and 
spoke as follows in support of the bills: 

“Gentlemen of the Senate: It has de- 
volved upon me to represent the street rail- 
road companies of this State in this meeting 
here today, and while I do not claim the 
powers of oratory that we have listened to 
this afternoon, I will try to confine myself 
to the bills before you and give you facts. 
There have been three speakers in opposi- 
tion to the bills. The first gentleman seemed 
to confine himself to convincing you that the 
bills were bad in every way, and in winding 
up he declared that it was about impossible 
to amend them and that they should be de- 
feated. The second gentleman seemed to 
think that the street railways had treated 
the workingmen in a very bad way, and 
therefore they should be defeated. The third 
gentleman, on a Jeffersonian platform, I be- 
lieve, declared that the bills were bad and 
that the people were merely thrown aside. 
In regard to the first bill—the bill establish- 
ing a commission—it is claimed that there is 
nothing there which protects the citizens of 
the City of Chicago. I have been studying 
these bills for some time and it may be that 
I am all wrong—it may be that Jam living in 
dreamland—but it appears to me that the 
bills protect the citizens of Chicago. 


Regarding the Commission. 


“Tt is stated that the establishment of a 
commission which shall take charge of 
certain matters takes the powers away from 
the City Council, which is the representa- 
tive branch of our government in the large 
cities. It does nothing of the kind. What 
it does is this: It establishes certain rules 
under which the street railways are to 
be operated. Some of these rules I do not 
like. For instance, it says how much head- 
way we shall give to our cars. It prescribes 
the kind of cars that we are to use. It pre- 
seribes the time in which we are to run them. 
Whether that might be profitable or un- 
profitable, we are bound to abide by the 
decision of that commission. They say the 
City Council can do that. That is very true. 
The City Council oceuld do it every week, 
and the probability is that would be about 
the condition of affairs if you gave that 
power to a City Council. But the main 

int in the powers of the commission is 
that the bill regulates the manner in which 
ordinances are to be passed by the City 
Council. Practically it does not take from 
the Council anything. It merely says that 
the City Council shall do this business in a 
proper manner. 


How It Would Operate. 

„The bill provides first that when en ordi- 
nance is presented it shall be, accompanied 
by certain signatures. That isthe law at the 
present time, and it is not proposed to change 
that law. The manner of doing now is to 

nt a petition to the City Council; the 
City Council refers that petition to the Com- 
mittee on Streets and Alleys, North, South, 
or West, as the case may be. That commit- 
tee agrees or disagrees in regard to the re- 
porting back to the City Council of that ordi- 
nance. The petition is practically not exam- 
ined. A petition may be presented which 
hes not one authentic signature. It may be 
a fraud from beginning to end. If the City 
Council chooses to pass that ordinance there 
is no power that can prevent it from doing 
so unless the aid of the Attorney-General! is 
invoked and he brings the matter into court. 
Now, what this bill proposes is this: When 
it is contemplated having a street railroad 
on any particular street the signatures of 
the property-owners are obtained, and it is 
necessary that a majority in frontage of the 
roperty-owners shall sign that on. 
Tha: petition then is handed over to the 
Commissioners. The Commit en- 
amine that petition—examine the route over 
which the line is laid—and they decide, first, 
is it necessary to have a street, railway on 
that street.

Defends His Treatment of Employes. 
“In regard to the manner of treating our 


our employés. At the same time he told you 
that we paid more wages to our employés 
than any other company in these United 
States, and that means anywhere else in 
the world. Now I admit one thing, and that 
is that at the time we had the big strike I 
opposed the labor union, and in that way I 
suppose myself very unpopular with 
that class offpeople. I did it because I 
thought it was best for me to run our rail- 
roads, rather than the committee of gentle- 
men who walked around to our car barns 
and attempted to do it for us. 


His Own Benevolent Association. 


Now, in regard to what we do for our 
men, and what these same labor unions do 
not, I will state what we do. We have at the 
North Chicago railroad company’s office 
what we calla gfatuity fund. Wethere have 
what we call our own benevolent association. 
When a man comes into our employ the rule 
of that benevolent association provides that 
when he has been there three months he 
shall then partake of its benefits. The bene- 
fits are these: If a man is taken sick we have 
our doctors, and they are good ones—they 
are chosen from the best men on the North 
Side—Doctor Truman Miller is at the head 
of the staff. Our doctors look after the wel- 
fare of that man. They take as good care 
as can be taken of him. Our rule provides 
that that shall last three months, but there 
has never been a case where we stopped tak- 
ing care of an invalid at the end of three 
months. In fact We have men on our rolle 
who have been invalids for four years, and 
we expect them to be there as long as they 
live. Another provision is that during the 
sickness of a man we pay him one-third of 
his wages, and we guarantee that that shall 
amount to at least one-third of $15. Another 
provision is that if a man dies his family 
shall receive $400. If he has a wife the $400 
goes toher. If he has no wife, but has chil- 
dren, the Treasurer takes care of the $400 
and spends it for the benefit of the children. 
If he has neither wife or children it then 
goes to his parents. If he has neither wife, 
children, nor parents it then goés to whom- 
soever he chooses to will it; and if he wills 


it to no one the company keeps it. Now, 


that is the bad way in which we treat our 
employés, and that is all done without any 
subscription whatever from the employés. 


For the Benefit of the People. 


“It is said that the people should be con- 
sidered in this matter. I do not know that 
there is anything in these bills that does not 
consider the people. It is all well enough 
to talk about the people this and the people 
that—it is very popular—and we have often 
taken notice that when a speaker is a little 
away from the subject and has not got his 
points right at hand he will then begin to 
talk about the rights of the people. I con- 
tend that these bills are for the benefit of the 
people. 

The street railroads of Chieago have not 
been merely for the benefit of stockholders, 
and let me say there are 5,000 people who 
are interested in the stocks and bonds of the 


About Paving the Streets. 


Besides that we pave the streets. Now 
they say that is all right; that we use the 
streets and ought to pave them. At the time 
we were running horse cars that sort of an 
argument might have had considerable force. 
But at the present time we do not use the 
pavements in the streets atall. All we use 
are the rails which we have placed there. 
The paving of streets in the City of Chicago 
has cost the street railroad companies an im- 
mense amount of money, running into the 
millions. It is only lately, to be sure, that 
we have been running electric cars and cable 
cars, but still we have done a very great 
deal of paving in the last three years. Then 
it is claimed that we never give to the city 
anything when we get our ordinances. How 
sane, honest men can stand up and say such 
a thing as that, and publish it in a pamphlet, 
and sign their names to it I can only account 
for from the fact that as a general thing 
people sign their names to à pamphlet in a 
crowd without taking trouble to read it. 

“Every one in the City of Chicago who 
knows anything knows that the street rail- 
road companies, particularly the North and 
West Side railroads, have paid an immense 
amount of money to the city for their priv- 
ä They built the bridges that cross the 
rivers. 


What They Have Done. 

“I will go more into detail. They buiit 
the Wells street bridge, Clark street bridge. 
Dearborn street bridge. and that takes ‘in 
the abutments and everything pertaining to 
them. They paid for one-half of the Lake 
street bridge, the same for the Adanis street 
bridge. They paid $100,000 towards the 
building of the viaduct and the building of 
the Taylor street bridge. They paid for one 
half of the Division street bridge, one-half 
of the North avenue bridge, and a large 
amount for the building of the Halsted 
street bridge. They have also paid large 
amounts for damages claimed against the 
city. For the last ordinances passed they 
paid $75,000. These sums have amounted to 
$2,300,000, and yet the statement is made 
that the street railroad companies have 
robbed the city of its streets and hade given 
nothing for them.” bes 

Continuing, Mr. Yerkes explained how 
fares had been cheapened by the extension 
of the street railroads. Regarding the 
earnings of the street railroad companies of 
Chicago, he said that the most profitable was 
the North Side company, which last year 
earned 13 per cent. 


Electricity Does Not Help Profits. 

The adoption of electricity had not added 
to the profits. The West Side company, 
when operating horse cars, paid 25 per cent 
in profits. Now the dividends had dwindled 
to 6 per cent. He denied that the stock of 
the street railway companies of Chicago 
was watered, and produced the same figures 
as were used in his argument before the 
joint assembly a month ago. He argued 
that the franchises had been extended for 
fifty years in order to place Chicago street 
railwaye on the same footing with those 
operated in the Eastern cities 

Mr. Yerkes was catechised at length by 
Senator Littler. ; 

Senator Littler—How many people are em- 
ployed by your company?

Mr. Littler—Then as I understand it your 
proposition is to practically place at interest 
for the benefit of the City of Chicago to start 
with more than $15,000,000.

Mr. Yerkes—Yes, sir; that is true We 
found until these hard times camealong that 
we increased at a ratio of about 10 per cent 
every year. 

Mr. Littler—Do you propose to pay this 3

Mr. Yerkes—It does more than that. It 
goes back a year and pays 3 per cent on the 
earnings for the year ending the ist of next 
August, Thus we would pay seven years be- 
fore we would have to pay a cent under ordi- 
nary circumstances. 

Mr. Littler—In other words you would pay 
$3,500 for the unexpired term of your 
charter? 

Mr. Yerkes—Yes, sir; provided we did not 
increase our receipts in any way. 

Mr. Littler—Will you state approximately 
what the city would receive in fifty years. 


Would Pay $500,000 This Year. 


Mr. Yerkes—-That would be hard to say. 
This year we would pay $500,000. Next year 
we would increase our receipts 10 per cent 
and so on through the fifty years. If the 
amount remained at $5,000 per annum that 
would be $25,000,000, but there is no doubt 
that at the end of fifty years the annual 
earnings will be twenty times the present 
amount. 

Mr. Littler—In other words the City of 
Chicago could rely on receiving on an aver- 
age of at least $1,000,000 a year. . 

Mr. Yerkes—There is no doubt about it. 

Mr. Littler—Now, Mr. Yerkes, can you tell 
us how we can pass this bill without you 
making a lot of money yourself? (Laughter.] 

Mr. Yerkes—When these railroads pay all 
that is provided in those bills they will have 
two things—security for their property and 
security against the raids that are contin- 
ually made on them by certain people in 
Chicago and elsewhere. We will have that, 
and for that we will pay this 3 per cent. 
Therefore, we will have more security and 
less money. 


Questioned by Munroe. 


Mr. Yerkes was then questioned at length 
by Senator Munroe. He denied that the 
street railways have the absolute use of the 
tunnels, and said that there are more car- 
riages and bicycles going through the tun- 
nels now than ever before. . 

Senator Munroe—Are you familiar with 
what the General Electric railway company 
has agreed to pay the city as compensation? 

Mr. Yerkes—Yes. sir. They have agreed 
to pay for the first five years nothing at all; 
the second five years 5 per cent, the third 
five years 7 per cent. the fourth five years 
10 per cent. That is the contract made with 
the city. which. in my opinion, is not worth 
the paper it is written on. 


Hamline Attacks the Bills. 


Mr. 

Mr. 3 in speaking against the pass- 
age of the bills, said in part: 

“The late discussion has developed the 
fact that the chief beneficiary of this bill 
does not know what the bills are loaded 
with, because he seems io be ignorant of the 
fact that it is a condition precedent to the 
right of the City Council of the City of Chi- 
cago to grart a license after the commission 
appointed by the Governor shall first say 
that in their opinion a license should be 
„granted. 

„Why are the labor unions of the City of 
Chicago opposed to these bills? Why do 
they send their representatives here to pro- 
test against the passage of these bilis? I 
went to the Union League club last night. A 
matter of a resolution came up, as follows: 

„ Resolved, That the Union League club 
protest against the passage of the street 
railway bills now pending before the Senate 
at Springfield known as Nos. 148 and 258, and 
popularly known as the Humphrey bills.“ 

“One hundred and sixty-two members 
voted in favor of the resolution and nineteen 
against it. : 

“Why are they against the passage of 
these bills? I will tell you. Because it is 
the first step toward an absolute monarchy, 
This is the first step to take away local self- 
government. It is an attempt to tie up the 
hands of the people of Chicago with respect 
to their own affairs. That is the condition of 
affairs that exists in England, I do not 
think that the people of the State of Dlinois 
want to go back to that way of doing busi- 
ness. I say the passage of these bills would 
be treason to our republican institutions, 
and the best way to treat bills of this char- 
acter would be to tear them up and throw 
them out of the window, That ought to be 
the end of the bill with regard to the ap- 
pointment of a commission. 


Takes Away Self-Government, 

„% Now as to the other bill. What does the 
other bill propose to do? The other bill not 
only. proposes to take away the right of 
local self-government by the people of Chi- 
cago, but, in fact, proposes to prevent for 
fifty years the people from doing anything 
with respect to the present license. It is 
simply, a case of the people of the City of 
Chicago vs. Mr. Yerkes et al., the owners of 
three different railroads. Twenty years 
from now the people of the City of Chicago 
may want to lease the Mnes and sen 
them to the highest bidder. 

“The people of Chicago do not want to be 
handicapped with this fifty-year franchise, I 
can understand how the railway companies 
can complain that they are held up every 
week and sandbagged. Who taught our 
local representatives how to sandbag? 
There is a complaint that the local repre- 
sentatives of the City of Chicago are cor- 
rupt. Who made them corrupt? WPat or- 
dinances are alleged to be the result of cor- 
ruption? Who are the beneficiaries of these 
ordinances? Ia an y estopped who has 
been interested in the street railway busi- 
ness in Chicago from going anywhere and 
setting up that the City Fathers of Chica- 
go are corrupt? Now, gentlemen, there is 
no demand for this bill. There is no occa- 
sion for it. The railways ve gotten their 
franchises extended from time to time, and 
they will be extended so long as the good 
people of Chicago see fit to extend them, but 


the people of Chicago should be permitted 


to say whether they shall be extended or not. 


Runs Athwart the Century. 


“This is @ bill that runs right athwart 
the whole movement of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. This bill would put us back to the 
fifteenth century. Oneof the gentlemen said 
he was opposed to these bills because he was 
a Jefferson Democrat. I am against them 
because I am a national Republican. The 
only way I see to amend these bills would be 
te tear them up. You cannot amend them. 
The vital principles are first, that a Com- 
missioner shall run the affairs of the City of 
Chicago. Secondly, that for fifty years the 
people of Chicago shall be powerless with 
respect to their street railway franchises now 
held by the present There 
no room for amendment.” 


.property-holder cannot 


mmediately after the Senate arose from 
Committee of the Whole Senator Berry of- 
fered an amendment to Senate Bill 258, which 
relates to franchises. 


“ I don’t see any occasion to be in a hurry. 

The amendments can be printed and laid on 
our desks in due time. For the first time I 
am going to make a declaration in regard 
to these bills, After listening to representa- 
tives of the Civic Federation, the laboring 
people, and the street car people, I am satis- 
fied that the bills ought to pass. 
“On motion of Senator Mahoney the rules 
were suspended so that amendments could 
be offered. Amendments were then offered 
to bill No. 258 by Senators Munroe, Baxter, 
Humphrey, Warder, and Mounts.

Senator Dunlap moved to table Senator 
Mahoney’s amendment, making considera- 
tion of the bill a special order for tomorrow.

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OPINIONS ON THE RACING BILLS. 


Fifteen-Day Meetings Considered Suf- 
ficient to Foster Racing asa Sport, 
but Net as a Business. 


The news of a thirty days’ racing bill, prohibit- 
iting foreign pooling. in the Illinois House, as 
published in The Tribune yesterday, was the sub- 
jéct of talk among horsemen of every grade yester- 
day. 

Many of the devotees of the running tracks 
looked upon it as the measure that was likely to 
give them the much-coveted sport in Illinois 
at last and refoieed acgordingly.

RIVER Is RISING AT YICKSBURG. 


Many Cabins Are Completely sub- 
merged and Eight Lives Are 
Lost by Drowning. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 14.—The river con- 
tinues to rise slowly at Vicksburg and all 
points south, and the situation along the 
Louisiana system of levees is acute. The 
waters are being hurled gulfward with tre- 
mendous force, and several thousand men are 
working and watching night and day in one 
grand effort to hold the embankments intact. 

Reports from the overflowed Mississippi 
delta ‘tonight are not encouraging. Much 
suffering still exists in the Sunflower and 
Bogue Phalia country, where hundreds of 
negroes have deserted their cabins and are 
huddled on high grounds and the railroad 
tracks. Many cabins are submerged to their 
very while several have been swept 
from their foundations and carried away by 
the swift current.

gress a report of the Secretary of State rep- 
reserting the appropriateness of early ac- 


| tion, im order that the Government of the 


United States may be enabled to accept the 
invitation of that of the French Republic 
to participate in the universal exposition to 
be held in Paris im 1900. 

The recommendations of this report have 
my most cordial approval, and I urge upon 
the Congress such timely provision for this 
great international enterp: as will fitting- 
ly respond to the widely testified wish and 
expectation of our inventors and producers 
that they may have adequate opportunity 
again, as in the past, to fortify: the tmportant 
positions they have won in the world’s com- 
petitive flelds of discovery and industry. 
Nor are the traditional friendships of the 
United States and France, and the mutual 
advantage to accrue from their enlarged 
commercial intercourse less important fac- 
tors than the individual interests to be fos- 
tered by renewed participation in a great 
French exposition, especially when it is re- 
membered that the present dieplay is pro- 
jected with a degree of vompltteness and 
on a scale of magnificenwe beyond any of 
the European exhibitions that have marked 
the close of the century. 

It is proper that I should emphasize the 
need of early action, for if the present ses- 
sion pass without suitable..provision beirg 
made the postponement of the matter for 
nearly a year longer could but operate 
greatly to the disadvantage of the United 
States, im view of the elaborate preparatione 
already making by other. governments, 
and further delay may result in 
an inadequate allotment of space to this 

country, as well as an incomplete organi- 
zation of the American exhibit.

Was a Member of the Supreme Court 
for Eighteen Years and on the 
Bench for Forty Years.

Benjamin R. Sheldon, for eighteen years a 
member of the Supreme Court of Illinois 
and for over forty years on the bench in 
this State, died at his home in this city last 
night.

New York, April 14.—(Special.}~And@ now 
it is declared that we will have grand opera 
and Grau and the De Reszkes next season 
after all. It is announced tonight on posi- 
tive authority that the directors have al- 
ready, or will tomorrow, sign a lease of the 
Metropolitan Opera-House to Maurice Grau. 
He is to be backed by a company with a 
capital of $100,000. Of this sum $50,000 has 
been subscribed by the Metropolitan Opera 
and Real Estate company and the remainder 
by individuals, most of them, it is believed, 
being stockholders of the same company 
subscribing individually. A further sum of 
$100,000 is pledged if necessary. 

The stars of the new troupe will be headed 
by Jean and Edouard de Reszke, who have, 
it appears, reconsidered their intention to 
remain away. What motives have induced 
them to return could not be ascertained to- 
night. 

Emma Eames is now under engagement to 
Mr. Grau and Calvé has agreed to consent 
to any arrangements that may be made to 
cancel her Paris engagement so as to sing 
again in América. 

The plan is to shorten the seagon in New 
York and to lengthen the tour in the country 
at iarge, extending it so as to include many 
cities where grand opera on a metropolitan 
basis is as yet unknown. 

While no official announcement has been 
made of this sudden change in the operatic 
situation the information comes from a 
source which seems absolutely reliable. 

This arrangement will put a practical end 
to the existing co n of the Abbey, 
Schoeffel & Grau company, limited. Its di- 
rectors are to meet tomorrow, and it is ex- 
pected that in view of the new turn of at- 
fairs a dissolution will be decided upon. A 
splendid performance of “ Siegfried,’’ with 
Jean de Reszke in the title réle, was given 
tonight before an audience which was en- 
thusiastic but moderate in size. 


Methods by Which German Artistic 
Weaving Company Has Driven 
Out Competition. 


New York, April 14.—[(Special.}—Special 
agents of the Treasury Department declare 
they have unearthed a system of smuggling 
which has in the last five years practically 
driven a large class of honest importers and 
manufacturers out of business. The dis- 
covery resulted in the arrest of Adolf Kluge, 
President of the German Artistic Weaving 
company. Special Agent Cross tell. this 
story: 

Charles Shorey is a member of a big firm 
of clothiers in Montreal. He went to the 
American customs officials in Montreal and 
told them his wife was spending a month 
at Lakewood, N. J., and he desired to send 
to her two trunks full of wearing apparel, 
for which she had written. The trunks 
were opened. The perfunctory -examina- 
tion revealed only some gowns, and Mr. Sho- 
rey took his trunks away. 

After ‘he had gone the customs officials 
became suspicious and followed ihe trunks 
to the depot, only to find that they had been 
checked to New York and pot to Lakewood. 
and a telegram was sent to Special Agent 
Cross to watch the trunks. They were fol- 
lowed to the offices of the German Artistic 
Weaving company (Adolf and Emil Kluge 
proprietors), where they were seized and 
opened and were found to conceal under 
two or three dresses about 500,000 embroid- 
ered labels such as tailors use under the 
— 4 pe of coats. These are worth 
about per thousand. The arrest of Adolf 
Kluge followed on Tuesday. 

According to the customs officers there 
were many prosperous importers and manu- 
facturers of these embroidered labels in New 
York until about five years ago, when they 
discovered they could not compete with the 
Kluges, who were able to undersell them. 
The Kluges’ secret remainede@=mystery, not- 
withstanding the Textile Fabric Association 
has made many efforts to fathom them. 

The Kluges came to New York about seven 
years ago without money. They are said 
to be millionaires now.

New York, April 14.—The Governing 
committee of the Stock Exchange this after- 
noon preferred charges against Charles Neu- 
kirch, the board member of the firm. of 
Theo.

A 
large number of complaints have been lodged 
with the District Attorney by people who 
claim that they have been swindeld. There 
are said to be about 100 of these in adjoin- 
ing cities and States. 

Attachments against the collapsed com- 
pany were filed with the Sheriff's office 
this afternoon by counsel for F. E. Turner, 
agent at Cincinnati! for the E. 8. Dean Co. 
His claim’ is for $2,500 and represents sal- 
ary and commission.

LABOR’S PROTEST AT SPRINGFIELD. 
When the Humphrey bills came up for 
discussion on second reading in the Senate 
at Springfield. yesterday Mr. Yerkes was 
treated to a graphic word picture of the 
sentiment of the laboring classes towards 
himself and his measures. P. F. Doyle, 
the spokesman of the labor delegation 
which went from Chicago to protest 
against the passage of the bills, created 
‘the sensation of the day, for he did not 
hesitate to speak not only of Mr. Yerkes, 
but at him. That his words were effective 
in disturbing the serenity of the street rail- 
way magnate is evidenced, by the report 
of the proceedings, which says that while 
he was being “flayed” Mr. Yerkes “ gave 
a good imitation of a man trying to look 
happy while sitting on a redhot stove.” 

Mr. Doyle Mid not mince matters, but 
spoke out boldly and to the point. “It is 
an infamous attempt,” he said, “at con- 
centration of power. It is a long step in 
the direction of State socjalism. It is the 
lodgment of the power of the people in the 
hands of the few. The workingmen are 
against it. It is a blow at lower fares and 
an attempt to lower the wages of laborers.” 
When Mr. Doyle got well warmed tp to 
his work he turned to Mr. Yérkes and said:

SOME DANGERS IN THE HUMPHREY BILLS 

The fact has been brought home to the 
public with tremendous force that the Hum- 
phrey bille will clothe the street railroads 
with absolute power and enable them to 
defy the public and the public's local legis- 
lature to the extent of perpetrating almost 
any outrage on the public’s rights. An ad- 
mirable tabulation of some of the more seri- 
ous things that could and probably would 
happen when the railroads got defiant has 
been made, as follows: 

They could change thelr motive power to steam. 

They could take away the right of passengers to 
carry parcels. 

They could then charge for carrying parcels. 

They could increase their fares. 

They could condemn private property for their 
own use. 

They could use the streets of Chicago they now 
occupy for the next fifty years; after that for any 


time longer. 
They could consolidate all the street railroad 


systems in Chicago by showing they were not com- 
peting systems. 

No new railroad could buy a franchise unless it 
could, within five days, pay a purchase price fixed 
by Yerkes’ servants, the Commissioners. 

No new road could cross Yerkes’ tracks without 
his consent, for while private property could be 
condemned, that of existing roads could not be. 

No new read could be constructed anywhere in 
the city without the consent of Yerkes servants 

No fare could be reduced. 

No new regulations could ‘be imposed under 
threat of refusal to renew franchise. 

No honest motive has ever been assigned 
by anybody, inside the Legislature or out- 
side, for the passage of these bills. No 
plausible pretext has éver been advanced 
anywhere why any man should vote for these 
measures, No such pretext has ever been 
suggested, even by the smart, resourceful, 
and well-paid lobby who are at Springfield 
working for the success of the railway com- 
pany's plans. No reason has been urged to 
change the belief of the public that nothing 
but boodle can accomplish this result. All 
this talking about concessions in the shape 
of an increase of a few per cent in compen- 
sation is indulged in simply for the purpose 
of throwing dust in the eye of the people 
and paving the way for those members who 
want to accept bribes, but are anxious to 
have some excuse to offer their constituents. 

The proposition to enthrone a State board 
of control will not be tolerated on any terms, 
The bill to extend the railway franchises 
for fifty years could be made acceptable 
only by placing the compensation to the city 
at 20 per cent of the gross receipts, which 
is one cent per passenger.

im Illinois Is in Werse Condi 
than Was Supposed. 


Springfield, 11. Aprii 14.—{Special.}~The 
special re received At the office of the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture under 
date of April 10 in regard to winter wheat 
are even more discouraging than on March 
10, when the last bulletin was issued. Since 
that time the continuous rains, followed by 
high water in the streams, have flooded: the 
lowlands in many portions of Southern int. 
nois, so that what wheat was not winter 
killed has been utterly ruined by water. 

Re from nearly half of the counties 
in-the State, including almost all of the win- 
ter wheat growing counties, are to the effect 
3 two-thirds of the wheat seeded last fall, 

1,749,000 acres, was winter killed or destroyed 
by floods, and the condition of the remain- 
ing third, 583,000 acres, is so poor that under 
the most favorable conditions from now until 
harvest only about one-third of an average 
erop may be expected. 

The outlook at this date is that but little 
more than enough wheat for seed will he 
harvested in Illinois this season, a condition 
that has occurred but once before in the 
agricultural history of the State.
